The most thrifty and in- 
dustrious of the immigrants pass through 
New York to seek promising fields of labor 
elsewhere. It is the report of the bureau 
of immigration that only the least industri- 
ous and least intelligent take up permanent 
residence in New York. The complications 
of population are the most difficult which 
confront the head of the police department 
in New Tork city. 


The Greatest Work. 


Byrnes made his greatest mark when he 
absolutely relieved the money Cistrict of 
New York from fear of robbery. There is 
a square mile in the neighborhood cf Wall 
Street which constantly contains a greater 
value in securities, gold and silver coin than 
any other equal area in the world. It hap- 
pened that when Byrnes was made inspec- 
tor this district was assigned to him. The 
night after he had received his appoint- 
ment he went home very much wor- 
ried. In the ten preceding years thefts 
amounting in all to $11,000,000 had occurred in 
this oncy district. Inspector Byrnes saw 
at once that these thefts were the most seri- 
ous of the problems that confronted him. 
He tells me that he lay awake that night 
for five hours trying to think of some way 
by which he might prevent them in the 
future, At the end of that time he had 


his private room and worked those eyes 
to such good effect that almost without any 
actual knowledge of the man with whom 
he was dealing or the crime with which he 
Was accused, he has extorted a confession 
from him. It is said that when he finds it 
impossible to accomplish the desired object 
by this moral suasion he does not hesitate 
to use physical force. A sneak thief: locked 
up in the Tombs told me one day that no 
man had any business to try to lie to Tom 


yrnes. 

“I tried it,“ said he, “and he smashed me 
across the teeth with a pair of handcuffs. 
Then I told the truth, you bet, for I didn’t 
know but he’d break me in two in the mid- 
dle the next time I lied to him.“ 

It is not likely, however, that Byrnes often 
finds it necessary to use physical force, and 
it is certain that he never attempts it un- 
less he is very sure of the kind of man 
he is dealing with. He is an immensely care- 
ful student of human nature. I have known 
him to name the quality of crimes which 
each one of twelve men whom he had never 
seen before, brought indiscriminately from 
the cells below and led before his desk, had 
committed. He knows the criminal as the 
college student knows his Greek. There 
are no secrets of vicious men or methods 
hidden from him. He is rather fond of the 
dramatic. It was doubtless this that made 
a phrenologist say of him not long ago, 
that if he had not had a chance to become 
a great detective he might have learned to 
be a bad actor. . 


The Famous Unger Case. 


A case almost as dramatic as that of Mo- 
Gloin was that of AJnger, who killed a man 
in New York and shipped the body, cut 
up, in a trunk to a false address in Balti- 
more. There was no direct evidence con- 
nectin — * with the crime, but he had 
roome ith the victim, and in the room 
were found a bloody couch, a bloody meat 
Saw and a bloody hammer.

Your intentions may be just as innocent as 
lambs when you go down there, but you 
will be locked up just the same.”’ 

Then he suggested in that persuasive way 
which is peculiarly his own tnat the crooks 
to whom he had talked should make it 
their business to circulate this information 
among their brethren. Then he let them 
ell go. 

There probably were some among this 
n company who thought, in their own 
anguage, that Inspector Byrnes was put 
ting up a bluff on them.” Nearly 100 
“called’”’ the bluff, that is, they went into 
the money district. So far as is known, 
without an exception, every one of them 
was locked up. It is a question if Inspec- 
tor Byrnes would have been sustained in 
this had the matter been carried to a court 
of law, but the crooks didn’t carry it there. 
They found out speedily that this new in- 
Spector was a man of his word, and that 
that word was not a pleasant one for crim- 
inal ears to hear. From that day to this 
not one penny has been stolen from the 
Wall street district through burglars or 
outside thieves. There have been embez- 
zlements and robberies by clerks and so on, 
but the professional crook has been dis- 
tinctly at a discount in that part of New 
York. So thoroughly has this hacamea 
known among criminais that a rann wand 
no more think of walking around the cor- 
ner ot Broadway into Wall street than he 
would think of breaking into jail. Crimi- 
nals who find it absolutely necessary to do 
business in that district go to Byrnes and 
ask him for an escort from headquarters to

Slowly and with a great effort to control 
himself, Unger sank to a seat on the couch.

COLONEL A. d. MAGRATH DEAD. 


A Prominent Citizen of Charleston 
Succumbs Suddenly to Disease. 


Charleston, S. C., September 28.—(Special.) 
Colonel A. G. Magrath, probate judge 
of this county, died here today of Bright’s 
disease, aged forty-nine years. His illness 
was very brief. He was at his office last 
Monday, but on Tuesday took to bed. His 
disease developed rapidly and in a few days 
caused his death. 

He was educated at the school of the 
celebrated Mr. B. R. Carroll, the historian. 
Subsequently he matriculated at the Citadel 
academy and left it to become an aide on 
the staff of General James Connor. He 
served during the war very acceptably to 
his great commander. After the war he 
studied law in the office of his father, Hon. 
A. G. Magrath, and graduated well equip- 
ped for professional life. For some time 
he was his distinguished ther’s copart- 
ner. Since the war he was 4 lieutenant of 
the Irish Volunteers, and afterwards cap- 
tian of the Montgomery Guards. Later on 
he became lieutenant colonel of the Rifle 
regiment of the Fourth brigade and was 
an admirable officer, illustrating his train- 
ing in the Citadel. He ‘declined a re-election. 
His social nature led him into membership 
with several ritual organizations, among 
them the Knights of Honor, Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows and the Ancient 
Order of United Workmen and Wood- 
men of the World. He was a prominent 
official in several of these orders. On April 
7, 1890, he was appointed probate judge 
to succeed Judge P. E. Gleason, deceased, 
and in the election of 1890 he was chosen 
to refill the office for four years. At the 
primary held on August 28th last he was 
nominated by a large vote for re-election. 
His death opens an interesting question 
as to who shall succeed him in office.

Rice, for city clerk; Mr. J. W. Humphries, 
for city marshal; Mr. W. T. Wall, for city 
treasurer; Mr. James Banks, for city tax 
collector; Mr. R. M. Clayton, for city en- 
gineer; Mr. D. G. Wylie, for commissioner 
of public works; Mr. J. H. Goldsmith, for 
city comptroller; Mr. J. A. Anderson, for 
city attorney, and Mr. Chartes D’Alvigny, 


for city sexton. 

During the meeting some opposition was 
shown to the ticket, and after it was ratl- 
fled by a unanimous vote Colonel Albert 
Howell, a member of the council, gave no- 
tice that at the next meeting of the body, 
which takes place next Tuesday afternoon, 
he would move a reconsideration of the ac- 
tion at the same time stating that the no- 
tice of the intended reconsideration would 
hold the matter up.

ANOTHER ISTHMIAN ROAD. 


Tehuantepec Project Completed by the 
Mexican Government. 
From The New York Herald. 

At last a railway has been completed 
across the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, and 192 
miles of track join the Pacific ocean and 
the gulf of Mexico. During the month of 
September it is expected that train service 
will be established, conveying passengers 
from ocean to ocean in twelve hours and 
freight in from twenty-four to thirty-six. 

The Mexican government, which has prac- 
tically built the road, proposes to expend 
more than $4,000,000 on harbor and terminal 
facilities at Ccatazacoalcos, on the gulf, 
and will build a pier half a mile long to deep 
water, at Salina Cruz, on the Pacific. Mean- 
while transshipment by lighters will be 
sufficient for the traffic that is offered. 

For nearly forty years since its com- 
pletion in 1855, the Panama railroad has 
dominated freight rates between the At- 
lantic and Pacific. Today, it is said, could 
be duplicated from Puerto BeHo to Panama, 
the superior route, as originally intended, 
for far less than the original cost, but its 
exclusive franchise has fifty years yet to 
run, and the Panama Canal Company had 
to control it. Its officers and management 
are still American, as under the terms of 
its New York state charter it is obliged to 
retain Americans in charge. 

Other Ventures. 

Other than these two lines at Panama 
and Tehauntepec it may be many years 
before another Central American trans- 
continental railway will be in operation. 
Nicaragua awaits the completion of the 
great canal, and has projected what lines 
she has upon that basis. Costa Rica has 
a line running from Port Limon, on the 
east coast, inland to San Jose, and another 
from Punta Arenas on the Pacific, thirty 


miles inland, but the intervening coast is - 


sO mountainous that the remaining eighty 
miles would be an expensive construction. 

The traffic between New Orleans and the 
Pacific ocean by way of Greytown and Lake 
Nicaragua is of a desultory and local char- 
acter, and will remain so until the canal 
is completed.

— An Interesting History. 


Hernando Cortez personally examined the 
isthmus of Tehuantepec to discover the best 
route across it. Charles V granted him 
three huge estates, known as the Hacien- 
das Marquesanans, through which the new 
railway now passes. Careful surveys of 
the ishthmus were made under Philip II. 
in the sixteenth century, and under Charles 
III in the eighteenth century. The first 
Mexican congress in 1824 passed an act di- 
recting the executive to invite proposals 
for opening aroute across Tehuantepec. 
A grant was made by Santa Anna to Von 
Jose de Garay in 1842 to build a railway 
across it, but nothing was accomplished 
though the Garay grants were not annulled 
until 1851. From 1851 till 1879 the Mexican 
government made contracts and concessions 
to several companies, all of which failed 
dismally in making héadway with the road. 

In Edward ed, of New York, se- 
cured a contract, by which he agreed to 
build the road within three years and four 
months from the granting of the charter, 
he to receive a subsidy of nearly $12,000 a 
mile for its construction. When the con- 
tract expired only twenty-two miles had 
been completed, and the contract was an- 
nulled, the Learned company being paid 
$1,500,000 in ld in settlement of its claims 
for the work done. 

The Mexican government was now de- 
termined to push the road to completion. 
The many failures which had attended its 
attempted construction led the Mexican su- 
thorities, not without reason. to a belief 
that a competing railroad was secretly ob- 
structing its progress. A contract was 
made in 1882 with a Mexican named Sanchez 
to build the road for $25.000 per kilometre 
(about 40.000 a mile). Sanchez was ad- 
vanced $700,000 on account to enable him 
to push the work. In April, 1888, Sanchez 
had built about six miles. at a cost of $562,- 
000, and the balance hé got as profits. His 
construction work was so poor it had to 
be built over at heavy expense. 


Government Took Hold. 


In 1838 President Diaz sold 313.000. 000 of 
5 per cent bonds to a syndicate of European 
bankers at a discount of 3).per cent, and 
made a contract with Edward McMurdo, 
of London, to finish the road. the whole 
proceeds of the loan being placed at his 
disposal. MeMurdo's death necessitated 
a new contract. which was entered into 


February T, 1892, with * C. 8. Stan- 
hope, an Englishman, and M. Hampson 
and E. L. Corthell. Ameritans. the latter 


having beer? Eads’s prinefpal engineer. By 
this time only $2,000,000 of the proceeds of 
the $13,000,000 loaned remained, and in De- 
cember, 1893, a final contract was made 
with Stanhope to finish the final forty 
miles of the road for about $11,000 

This is the contract which has just been 
cempleted and which turns over to the 
Mexican government a somewhat expensive 
but valuable transcontinental line.

He may flee the country 
and dodge the officers, and adopt every 
possible device to insure his safety, but 
sooner or later he will feel the hand- 
cuffs on his wrists. Years may elapse, 
but the penalty of wrong doing has to 
be paid and the shrewdest malefactor 
cannot reasonably hope to outwit the 
police and the detectives of the present 
day. If some of the keenest intelect 
is engaged in criminal business ſt should 
be recollected that an equal grade of 
intellect is engaged in hunting it down. 

Howgate and others of his class make 
a big mistake when they imagine that 
there is money and happiness in crime. 
There is nothing of the sort. Whether 
a crime is great or small, it inevitably 
brings punishment, disgrace or ‘misery, 
and no man with a dishonest dollar in 
his pocket has ever profited by it.

There is really no 
method of disinfecting books save by 
intense heat, and that destroys the book 
as well as the bacilli. The only way to 
get rid of the danger is to destroy at 
once the books that have been in fami- 
Ales where there has also been any con- 
tagious disease. 

Books are not furnished free in At- 
lanta but it has become one of the small 
economies of the city for parents to sell 
their second-hand books to the stores, 
where for several months they are piled 
away, damp and without ventilation. 
When the opening day of the new school 
year comes, these books are thrown 
upon the markets and opened. Into al- 
most every household in the city they 
enter, and within a week children, at- 
tacked by diphtheria, searlet fever or 
other contagious diseafes, sometimes 
malignant, sometimes mild, have to re- 
main at home, to suffer a long illness 
or to die. 

There may be economy in a second- 
hand schoolbook, but there is no econo- 
my in the funeral that follows. 


The Volume of Circulation. 

There has been a queer attempt on 
the part of the goldbug bushwhackers 
in this part of the country to convince 
the people that the per capita circulation 
of currency has lately increased. When 
such statements are made the average 
reader is expected to congratulate him- 
self and feel happy. But in point of 
fact, the statements of the treasury de- 
partment tell a different story. It can 
be shown from the figures issued from 
that department that the volume of 
circulation ‘has decreased during the 
past twelve months. 

These figures are available for in- 

vestigation, but we do not now pro- 
pose to present a detailed review of 
them. What we desire to do is to call 
attention to the fact that in the treas- 
ury statements all money outstanding 
is declared to be “in circulation.” This 
declaration is not made to deceive, but 
it is the official way of disposing of the 
matter. Money that is not in the 
treasury is described as “in circulation.” 
But this description covers all the pa- 
per notes of large denominations which 
do not circulate, and large gold coins 
that not one man in a thousand, taking 
the whole population, ever sees. The 
statement also includes the bank re- 
serves which are not permitted to cir- 
culate. 
But it is the small money that does the 
business and it is the retail business that 
demands cash. When the people are 
told that 95 per cent of the business of 
the country is done with checks, the 
average man doesn’t pause to consider 
that it is the bank business pure and 
simple. But the retail business, which 
is a hundred times the volume of the 
bank business, is done with cash, and 
if there is not enough’ cash to carry it 
on and make it brisk, then. sacrifices 
must be made, 

The whole truth of the business is 
that the small money on which the 
vast volume of retail business depends 
has been growing scarcer and scarcer. 
The legal tenders and treasury notes of 
small denominations have been gradu- 
ally withdrawn from cireulation and are 
held by the eastern banks because they 
are redeemable in gold. 

In addition to this, our whole cur- 
rency has been placed on a gold basis— 
a basis of constantly increasing value as 
measured in the price of commodities. 
Low prices not only make small profits 
but poor business. For the same cause 
that produces low prices makes low 
wages.

NEW YORK, September 28.—The sore 
spot in the situation today was Liverpool. 
In response to New York’s advance yester- 
day of 10 points Liverpool opened only 
1@1% points up and lost even that and 
closed weak at a decline of 1@1% ponits. The 
depression there was due to very heavy 
selling of futures against purchases of ac- 
tual cotton at the south: The south is of- 
fering cotton to Liverpool very freely. 
There was less demand here to cover shorts 
and the weather news from the south did 
not make good bullish ammunition, al- 
though it is reported that very heavy rains 
in the Carolinas and Georgia fell. This, 
however, was regarded as merely confirma- 
tory of yesterday’s advices and the Liver- 
pool intelligence was so discouraging that 
it caused long liquidation and inspired the 
bears with new -hope. The signal service 
predicted generally fair and warmer weath 
er within the next twenty-four hours. 
There was no steam on the long side of 
cotton. The preponderance of opinion fa- 
vored the short side of the market. Prices 
dropped 10@12 points and closed barely 
steady after sales of 103,200 bales. New Or- 
leans declined 11 points and spot prices here 
and at New Orleans and Memphis were 
1-16c lower. Houston received 10,347 against 
8,500 last year. New Orleans expects to- 
morrow 11.000 to 12,000 against 10.396 on the 
seme day last year. Interior receipts were 
246,291 against 123,991 this week last year. 
Shipments 124,046 or 30,000 bales more than 
this week last year. The interior stocks 
gained 25,800 bales during the week and now 
reach 107,864 against 123,296 a year ago. The 
Augusta receipts were still small. The 
port receipts were 40.512, counting Port 
Royal, against 27,553 this day last year, and 
for the week 200,194, against 161.086 last 
year. Liverpool was active on the spot 
sales, reaching 12,000 bales at unchanged 
prices. The price is considered very low, 
but even “ges who think well of cotton 
are more Or less discouraged by the fact 
that the market receives little or no sup- 
port except from the short interest.

The 
young man was placed in charge of this 
and entered into the work energetically. 
He was remarkably regular in his habits, 
and his constant attention to business 
caused him to be dubbed Old Clock by the 
other men about fhe place. 

Thursday Fuller was at his desk all day. 
There was nothing in his manner that in- 
dicated anything unusual, nor did he say 
anything showing his intention voluntarily 
to leave the place; That night he finished 
up work and went to his room, which fs on 
the second floor of the hotel, to change 
his olothes. 

It was shortly after 8 o'clock when he 
came Gown. Mr. Ennis, one of the pro- 
prietors, was on the porch, and the young 
man stopped to chat with him. 

„Tu be back in a short while,“ he said. 
“I am going around to see the Brown boys 
at Vignaux’s.” 

This was the last seen of Fuller at his 
place of business, Henry and George Brown, 
empleyed at Vignaux’s restaurant. on 
Whitehall street, are both from Birmingham 
and had known Fuller for a number of 
years. Both were busy when Fuller came 
in that evening. He walked in, but left 
in a little while, saying that he was going 
up the street to attend to some business. 
This was the last seen of him. 

Yesterday morning the young man failed 
to show up. At first nothing was thought 
of the matter, as it was supposed that 
he was sick or that he had overslept him- 
self.

He did 
not drink. He had never left the place for 
five minutes before without giving his em- 
ployers notice.

AT FORT McPHERSON. 


Eight New Companies of Soldiers Are 
: Coming to Atlanta. 

Soon the soldiers at Fort McPherson will 
be on the march, 

Two companies and officers now sta- 
tioned at the post will leave for St. Fran- 
cis barracks; at St. Augustine, and two 


other companies and officers will go to 


Jackson barracks, New Orleans. 

But in the places of these four companies 
that dre to leave, there will be eight full 
companies to enter the barracks here, com- 
ing from four different forts. 

From Fort St. Francis, St. Augustin, will 
come two companies and officers; from Fort 
Jackson, New Orieans, will come two com- 
panies and officers; from Fort Leavenworth, 
Kas., will come two companies and officers; 


‘and from Fort Sam Houston, San Antonio, 


Tex., will come two companies and officers. 

‘Thus, it is seen that the barracks at Fort 
McPherson will be crowded with more sol- 
diers than have been staticned there since 
the fort was established, and far more than 
are there at present. 

In this way Atlanta is the central point 
amid all the changing of base that is being 
agitated just at present by the war de- 
partment. 

There has been a great rivalry between 
the railroads of the south to get the bus- 
iness of the removal of the troops from 
place to place. The roads were called upon 
to submit sealed bids to the quartermaster 
general at Governor’s island, New Yark, 
and these bids for the traffic were opened 
there by the proper authorities. The con- 
tracts for the work have not yet been 
awarded, but it will soon be known who 
the winners are. News was received yes- 
terday that the Central railroad has secur- 
ed the business from Fort McPherson to 
St. Augustin, and from St. Augustin to At- 
lanta. While the contracts have not actu- 
ally been let out, it is a safe calculation to 
say the Central has secured this business, 
since it is reported that there were no oth- 
er competitors for the traffic, the Central 
having the only track to the barracks lead- 
ing directly south. 

It is not known what road will have the 
New Orleans business, but it is thought to 
be a pretty close contest between the South- 
ern and the Atlanta and West Point. It is 
believed that the Southern will get the bus- 
mess from Leavenworth coming to Atlanta 


‘from the Kansas City, Fort Scott and Bir- 


mingham. 

There is a great deal of interest in the 
rivalry that is thus precipitated upon the 
southern railway world. 

An interesting feature to the traffic is 


that the rate allowed by the government 


for the transportation of the troops is less 
than the actual rate to the extent of the 
land grants given the roads by the United 
States government years ago, when the 
roads were built. 

The Central railroad, for instance, would 


have received full fare to St. Augustine 


from the soldiers but for the fact that on 
the route there is a part of a railroad in 


Florida that received land grants when it 


was in course of construction from the gov- 
ernment and this cuts off 0 per cent of the 
fare over that many miles of road. Still, 
in the case of the Central the cut is only 
slight, amountnig to but 30 cents off of the 
full fare of each ticket. The full ticket 
would have been $12, and the Central will 
receive $11.70 

Over many of the roads the cut will 
amount to a ‘very great deal, the contract 
with the government at the time the land 
grant was allowed being that the road 
should, in future, always carry at half price 
the 3 of the United States govern- 
ment.

. Ran to Bé Used on Pryor 
Street Discussed by Both Sides—Mr. 
Hurt’s Bide of It. 


The electric railroad committee of council 
had two ‘lively issues before it yesterday 
afternoon. : 


One was a petition of the Lithia Springs 
Street Railway Company for extension of 
franchise, and the other involved a selec- 
oan Creer eee e ve We weed on Pryor 
street. 

Parties at issue in both matters appeared 
before the committee, which adjourned be- 
fore rendering a decision. 

The petition of the Lithia Springs Street 
Railway Company for an extension of its 
charter was strongly opposed by Mr. Joel 
Hurt, of the Atlanta Consolidated street 
railroad. 

He.contended that the franchise would 


permit the use of his company’s road for 


several blocks, thereby damaging the secu- 
rities of his company. He also referred to 
the fact that the franchise had been ex- 
tended before by council on one plea and 
another, and the road had never been built. 

Dr. H. Moseley, representing the citi-r 
zens of west Atlanta, addressed the commit- 
tee in behalf of the franchise. He stated 
that the only passage way to west Atlanta 
was over the Nelson street bridge and over 
the double tracks of the Consolidated com- 
pany from the center of the city to the 
bridge. 

If council rescinded the right of the Lithia 
Springs railroad to cross Nelson street 
bridge, as was advocated by Mr. Hurt, he 
said, the west side of the city would be 
bottied up for the Consolidated company. 

Dr. Mozeley further stated that there 
Was one and a quarter square miles of ter- 
ritory in that section that was without 
street car facilities, and it was to supply 
this deficiency that an extension of fran- 
chise was asked. 

He then exhibited a petition signed by 
100 citizens. asking for an extension. and 
stated in that connection that $13,900 had 
been subscribed by the citizens of the terri- 
tory mentioned for the construction of the 
road, 

The Pryor street matter was then taken 
up. The committee was addressed on this 
subject by Mr. Joel Hurt, Mr. Inman and 
Colonel N. J. Hammond in favor of the 
use of the T rail. 

Their argument was toth e effect that 
the T rail was superior to the Johnson pat- 
tern and that its use would in no way af- 
fect the pavement. The paving contractors, 
they claimed, had entered into an agree- 
meat to mold the vitrified bricks in such a 
way as to fit evenly against whatever kind 
ef rail should be used on the street. The 
contractors, it was urged, were also under 
contract to keep the pavement in thorough 
repair for five years, after which the fespon- 
sibility of repairs would fall on the street 
railroad company. 

Mr. Hurt stated to the committee that 
during the two weeks in which stree® car 
operations had been stopped on the Pryor 
street line by reason of the paving work, 
his company had lost over 3500, and if 
the rails were changed the expense would 
be greater than his company couldsta nd. 

He stated that his company would put 
down a fifty-pound T rail on . postoak 
stringers guaranteed to last ten or fifteen 
years. 

The use of the Johnson rail was strongly 
advocated by Walter Brown, M. Rich, Dr. 
Noble and others. 

Night coming on, the committee adjourned 
without reaching a decision.

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THE WONDERFUL PALACE. 


The Interior of Cornelius Vander. 
bilt’s New York Home. 
From The Indianapolis News. 

Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt's newly com- 
pleted New York residence is not less a 
palace because it happens to be bu in 
republican America. The house is modeleu 
on that portion of the chateau of Blois, 
built by Louis XII, which of all the great 
chateaux and royal résidences is the most 
homelike und Iivadle 

The entrance is into a large square hall. 
whose walls are of Caen stone laid in 
blocks, and elaborately carved from the 
floor to the gallery, upon which open the 
rooms of the second story. The effect is 
one of extreme purity, suggesting the frost 
work of the ice palaves of fairy lore, but 
the shadows cast by the blocks cf stone 
break the uniformity and relieve it of cold- 
ness. The floor is of polished Mexican 
onyx. There is a succession of drawing 
rooms, furnished after the style of the 
‘Louis XIV, XV and XVI periods. The 
principal one is finished in white and gold 
—the gilding being in what is called the 
“ormolu effect’—dull in tone, as though 
time had dimmed the impertinent sture 
of new gilt.“ 

The frieze is a mass of golden palm 
leaves, so exquisite in design that tne im- 
agination tricks one into the belief that 
they are waving slightly in the breeze. 
The goldleaf used in this room alone cost 
$8,000. 

The most novel tenture is a device to 
screen the windows, which are necessarily 
lank looking when that room is lighted in 
the evening. Mirrors are made to slide in 
front of them, which are then framed by 
the window draperies. 

The library is a. very large room, furnish- 
ed in dark colors. Between the mantel and 
a deep bay window there is a mysterious 
inclosure that opening reveals a small ele- 
vator for the convenience of the lady of 
the house, which she can manage by a 
touch, since it is worked by electricity. 
Should she desire to become suddenly in- 
visible, no fairy, devite or trap door could 
be more effective. : 

The ballroom is probably the most mag- 
nificent apartment in this country. The 
ceiling is frescoed with figures, but the 
tunes are so delicaie—almost vague—tha‘ 
the fleshy element is not obtruded. It 
seems as though one were looking up at 
them through vast distances—that they 
are ot the stuff that dreams are made of.”

burns better, makes a hotter fire and con- 
tains a larger percentage of combustible 
material than any other coal mined in the 
south. 

The consumer of this coal, however, does 
not realize, when he sits by his fire on a 
winter evening, the difficulty and the dan- 
ger and hardships the miner must under- 
go to dig it from the bowels of the earth. 

With Superintendent E. B. Taylor, a 
clever Englishman, who has had years of 
experience in the mines of the old country, 
as well as here, I made a trip through the 
The opening is in the side of 
a mountain, 500 feet above the railroad 
track, and the tip house, or the house from 
which the coal ig weighed, screened and 


loaded on the cars. From this house, run- 


ning straight up the side of the mountain 
to the opening of the mine, is a double rail- 
road track, down which the small cars 
loaded with are run. It is operated by 
1 calla’ rilining around a drum at the top 
and is. A gravity road. The loaded Cars 
running down one track from the top pull 
the empty cars up on the other. There is 
a brake on the drum which regulates the 
speed. The coal when it reaches the bot- 
tom is dumped from: the small cars upon 
an inclined screen, through which the small 
coal drops into a car beneath. The lumps 
go into a swinging scale arrangement, 
where the weight is ascertained and then 
dumped into the railroad cars beneath. 

The miners are only paid for the lump 
coal, receiving from 65 to 75 cents a ton for 
what they dig out and load on the small 
cars. Each miner has a check on the cars 
he loads and each car is weighed separate- 
ly, while an aceurate account of the 
amount each miner-digs out daily is kept. 
In order to protect themselves the miners 
have & weigher of their own who checks 
with the company’s weigher. ; 

A good worker and experienced man will 
get out from four to eight tons a day, ac- 
cording to the thickness and height of the 
vein of coal and the way it runs. Some- 
umes, under favorable circumstances, he 
will get out ten tons. 

Im the Mine. 

The opening of the mine at the top of 
the incline is directly within the side of 
the mountain. It runs in almost on à level, 
sometimes running down and then up. The 
vein of coal is about three feet thick.“ 
but in the main tunnel the rock above is 
cut away to the height of nearly six feet 
in order to admit a mule to pull the Httle 
cars, which run im on à track laid in every 
passage of the mine. : 

The main passage is hundreds of feet 
long and diverging from it, about every 
thirty feet, are passages running far out 
on both sides. Along these are the rooms. 


A miner digs out from the sides of — 
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The miner works with an oll lamp fixed 
in his chp, It gives very little light, but 
it seems sufficient for them to do their 
work. . . : 
The air in a mine, to the uninitiated, is 
odorous and unpleagant, but the miners say 
it is pure and they seem to like the work. 
For ventilation purposes there is a shaft 
running out through the top of the moun- 
: at the bottom of which a great hot 
fire is kept burning. This causes a draft 
of air to flow in through the regular open- 
ing of the mine, ‘and by a system of doors 
this draft is made to flow through every 
passage carrying off the smoke from the 
blast shots and keeping the air pure and 
wholesome. 


To me the most interesting thing to see 
about the mine was the intelligence dis- 
played, by the mules in drawing the cars. 
They are driven through the darkness by 
men with nothing to light their way but 
a dingy lamp. The mules have no reins, 
but are so well trained as to move about 
correctly in response to words of command 
from their drivers. One of them moves 
in response to signals from a lamp. The 
mules seem to know the passages of the 
mines thoroughly. They can either see in 
the darkness or else they know every pas- 
sage. In some places the passages are not 
as big as the mules by six inches, still the 
animals manage to stoop and draw the 
cars through them. * 

The men work ten hours a day in the coal 
mines. About noon they stop for a half 
hour, going to the mouth of the mines, 
where they consume their lunch and gossip 
among themselyes. Then back into the 
darkness they go and blast and dig out coal 
for another five hours. Seldom it is that 
the vein so runs as to enable them to work 
standing. Most of their work must be done 
in a sitting position, or else on their knees. 
The work, however, does not take the 
Physical strength one would imagine. There 
is a knack and an art in coal mining as in 
everything else. Sometimes the small 
weak-looking man discounts his burly 
competitor in the amount of coal he gets 
out daily.. It is all in knowing how and 
in making advantageous use of blasting 

wder, 

he miner simply gets the coal from the 
vein and loads it on the little car which is 

run up near him. This is hauled out by a 
mule; sent down the incline to the tiphouse, 
where it is weighed and dumped into coal 
cars. Each miner puts his tag en the cars 
he loads and is paid for the amount he 
Sends out. 

All coal is sold by the mining companies 
free on board cars at Jellico. f course it 
costs the companies something to get it to 
Jellico over the small branch railroads, 
but they get from $1.25 to $2 a ton for the 
lump coal. The small coal sells cheaper, 
go, when they mine enough and there are 
mo accidents, the profits are good. It 
takes much money, however, to equip a 
plant and the profits are in proportion to 
the amount mined, 

Coal miners, as a rule, are a rough class 
of citigens, but they are not all so by any 
means. Some of them are intelligent and 
fairly well educated men. They are miners 
because ft is profitable labor, though dirty 
and dangerous. It is hard work, but they 
say not so hard as other branches of labor. 
They are an exacting class, however, and 
it is not every superintendent of a mine 
who can get along with the miners. In 
consequence almost every month there is 
a small strike in some mine about here. 
For tnstance, in the Jellico Bird-Eye mine, 
the largest in the district, the miners are 
out this week because the screen is not 
the proper size. They are waiting for a 
new -one, and instead of running their coal 
over the old screen which differs from the 
ordered new one but one-eighth of an inch, 
they prefer to lay off until the new one 
comes. 

A Mountain Castle. 


The product of this mine is twenty-five 
cars of thirty tons each a day. Its super- 
intendent is Captain Tom McGlohan, an old 
Macon man, e has, however, been in this 
mining district many years. Through his 
energy and ability the mine is perhaps the 
best equipped in Tennessee. 

Captain McGlohan is not only an expert 
miner but a cultured gentleman of the old 
school—a practical man of artistic and 
fastidious. tastes. The latter is evidenced 
by his home which is the prettiest and 
most artistic log cabin in the south. It 
is second only to the log cabin castle of 
ex-Senator Palmer, of Michigan, located 
at his home up on the shores of lake Michi- 


gan. 

Captain McGlohan’s log cabin is a beau- 
tiful home of nine rooms, furnished tastily 
and with every modern convenience. It is 
located at the base of a mountain and in a 
wildly picturesque section of country. Its 
rustic appearance blends well with the sur- 
roundings, while its interior reminds one 
of the furnishings of an English sg, by 

Captain McGlohan is a sort of a king of 
the little town of three or four hundred 
miners and their families, and though out 
in the woods, so to speak, the life is more 
pleasant than one would imagine. 


Peace and Prosperity Reigns. 


To the casual visitor in Jellico there is 
no remaining evidence of the long Strike 
which closed all the coal mines in East 
Tennessee last spring and threw this sec- 
tion of the state into a condition similar 
to the Corean situation just at present. 

Where there was almost war a few 
months ago, where industry was stagnant 
and business there was none, is today the 
busiest section of the south. Prosperity 
is in sight, the mine owners are happy, the 
miners are contented and merry and the 
railroads have every car of freight they 
can handle. 

Jellico is the center of the test coal 
mining section in the south. It is located 
on the line between Tennessee and Ken- 
tucky.

me Alleged PostoMee Robber to Be 


Brought Back. 
WARRANTS FORWARDED FOR HIS RETURN 


The Discovery of His Trouble, His Flight 
and Final Capture in Los An- 
geles—The Story%in Detail, « 


A warrant for Andrew J. Laird, the fu- 
gitive Georgia postoffice robber, now un- 
der arrest at Los Angeles, Cal., has been 
issued and Laird will be brought to Atlanta 
early next week. 

Postoffice Inspector J. E. Stuart, of Chi- 
cago, and Postoffice Inspector Baird, of 
this district, with headquarters at Chatta- 
nooga, will bring the prisoner back. 

The story of Laird’s misdoings is the 


story of a father’s betrayal of a daughter's 


trust, and of his subsequent flight, marked 
at nearly every step with fresh offenses. 

Laira is well known in Atlanta and 
all along the West Point road, He is a 
man of fine intelligence and wide knowledge 
ef the world. For quite a while he was 
stationed in the Georgia district as a 
postoffice inspector, and his keen knowledge 
of men fitted him well for the performance 
of this delicate work. 

His first appointment was given him by 
President Cleveland during the latter’s first 
term. He did some very good work and 
unearthed a number of cases of fraud. He 
was complimented for his excellent services 
in behalf of the government. 

Laird lost his place in some way, but 
did not lose his grip. His daughter, who 
is a splendid young lady, was given the 
appointment of postmistress at LaGrange, 
Ga., and there she and her father located. 

The postoffice paid a good salary—amply 
sufficient to meet the wants of not only 
the daughter, but the father also. Laird 
himself was out of work and spent most of 
his time about the postoffice, which was 
faithfully kept by his uaughter. 

Nearly a year ago the young lady post- 
mistress discovered serious irregularities 
in the accounts of the office. She was 
amazed. She had managed the affairs of 
the office in the most honest and straight- 
forward manner and had taken scrupulous 
care to make returns of every dollar re- 
ceived at the office. She tried in vain to 
trace the trouble tio its source, but it 
baffied all her efforts. 

Alarmed, and with the best intentions in 
the world, she wrote to Postoffice, In- 
spector Baird, telling him of the discrep- 
ancies in accounts existing in her office, 
and asking that he look into it. She was 
greatly distressed over the matter. She 
knew that she had done her very best 
with the office and how such a hole could 
have been made in the cash of the office she 
could not understand. As for her father, she 
did not for a moment suspect him. 

Postoffice Inspector Baird was not a lit- 
tle puzzled over the case himself. He left 
Atianta and went down to LaGrange to look 
into the matter. It took only a few days’ in- 
vestigation to uncover the truth to him. 
He charged Laird of the shortage. 

Inspector Baird secured what ne regarded 
as absolute proof of Laird’s guilt and talk- 
ed it over with the ex-inspector. It was an 
exceptional case. Laird might have taken 
the money—he inteded no wrong—and 
would, if given time, replace it, thus saving 
his daughter’s honor and saving himself 
from public exposure and disgrace. 

Inspector Baird took this view of the 
matter, and decided to be lenient with 
laird. It was his purpose to give him an 
opportunity to pay up the amount of the 
shortage, which, at that time, was very 
large. 2 

At this juncture Laird suddenly disap- 
peared, and with all of the pustoffice money 
orders and advices in the LaGrange post- 
offce. His flight was a great surprise in 
that quiet town. Notices were sent out 
over the country asking for Laird’s cap- 
ture and postoffice inspectors everywhere 
kept a sharp lookout for him. 

Immediately after Laird’s disappearance 
from LaGrange he was heard from all 
It seems that he cashed 
forged money orders at a number of places. 
At every place where these illegal orders 
turned up the postoffice authorities set to 
work to catch the shrewd offender. Laird 
made his way to Chicago after leaving At- 
lanta. Only a short while after he left 
Atlanta four forged orders were cashed at 
Chicago. They were for $100 each. 

It is now told that Laird took advantage 
of his former position as pvustoffice inspec- 
tor, and rode on the postal cars while mak- 
ing his flight. While on the cars, unseen by 
the railway men, he would drop into the 
mail pouches; forged advices, which went 
to the offices ahead and were promptly 
collected by him. In this way it is said 
that he got more than $3,000 from the gov- 
ernment, and continued to elude the vigi- 
lance of the officers. 

It is remarkable that Laird was not 
caught before. Inspector Baird, who was at 
the time stationed in Atlunta, made every 
effort to apprehend him, and he was assist- 
ed by Inspector ‘Whitesides, of Chattanooga, 
and officers of the postoffice department 
all over the United States. 

A few weeks ago Inspector Stuart, of 
Chicago, saw a man whom he thought was 
Laird. It was in Los Angeles, Cal. He 
began to try to discover the identity of 
the man, but utterly failed. He next wrote 
to Atlanta and LaGrange for pictures of 
Laird. They were sent him and by them 
he identified Laird. 

Laird was known in Los Angeles as Louis 
J. Jack, and seemed to be on Easy street. 
He was not lacking of funds apparently, 
and was rolling high. He was utterly as- 
tounded when placed under arrest, and 
went to jail rather unwillingly. He was 
locked up and information at once sent to 
Marshal Dunlap, of this city, of his arrest. 
Irspector Baird came to Atlanta for papers 
with which to bring Laird back to Georgia, 
and is now on his way to Los Angeles. He 
and Stuart will bring the ex-inspector back 
to Atlanta, arriving here some time during 
the early part of the coming week, 


There is a startling story current to the 
effect that Laird’s manipulation of forged . 


money orders extends over many years, and 
that de has got a large sum from the gov- 
ernment. Roy Harris, a celebrated post- 
office thief, who forged a large number of 
postoffice orders, is said to have’ gotten 
points from Laird. Laird will not be tried 
in Atlanta, it is thought, but Judge New- 
man will preside over the trial. It is 
likely that he will be transferred to Co- 
lumbus for trial.
